any indifferent TIudge : yer leaſt any of cafie. belicfe, chould beſedu- 


ced by ſuch ſiniſter meanes, Wee doe unanimouſly declare in purſu- 
ance of our former ſeyerall expreſſions and proteſtarions in our Oath 
of Aſſociation and otherwiſe, that We wHlro theuttermoeſt of Qur po- 
verandabilities, labour and endeavour the preſervation and advance- 
ment of the Roman Carholique Religion, the immunities and privi- 
ledges thereof , & therein are ſo far from declining the acts of the for- 
mer Aſſemblies as tharin any Peace ro be concluded, wee will not re- 
ceade from the Acts, Orders, Declarations or Explanations of the ſaid 
Aſſemblics,or exceedethe power by them reſerved, & Declarations by 
them made, concerning the ſettlement of the Peace and quiet of the 
Kingdome: And therefore wee doe further declare, all and Very per- 
ſon and perſons, of what degree or qualitie ſoever, that oughtto aſſiſt 
in this Aſſembly , andyerwill abſenthimſelfefromtheſame, on any 
ſuch prerence, and without manifeſt lawfull impediment, to be a per- 
ſon ill affefted to the Peace and ſertlement of the Kingdome, and ac- 
cordingly to betreatedand proſecuted. Givenat Kilkenny,the foure- 
 tecnthday of September Anno Domini 16 48. andin the foure and twen- 
ticth ycarc of the raigne of our Soveraigne Lord CH ARLES, by the
